If  the  Queen  of  Milk  F.airy- 
land  had  not  convinced  you,  the  A'^ita- 
mine  twins — in  their  vivid  red  assur¬ 
ing  yon  that  they  Avere  ‘  ‘  the  special 
friends  of  the  children”  because  they 
“make  you  grow”  Avould  have  been 
the  last  Avord  needed.  And  now  is 
there  anyone  Avho  does  not  believe  in 
Fairies — at  least  Milk  Fairies?

Memorial  to  War  Workers  Is  Erec^.ed 
On  the  Campus. 

Our  ncAv  flag  staff  has  been  erected 
in  front  of  the  main  building.  This 
flag  staff,  as  aa’oII  as  the  memorial 
tablet  in  the  building  in  memory  of 
the  five  college  students  aa’Iio  died 
AA’hile  serving  their  country  in  the 
AA’ar,  Avere  bought  Avith  the  money 
Avith  Avhich  the  college  AA-as  reim¬ 
bursed  for  the  S.  A.  T.  C. 

The  flag  staff  is  about  ten  feet  in 
the  ground  and  seventy-fivo  feet 
aboA'e.  It  is  more  than  eight  and 
one-half  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
base  of  the  staff. 

The  granite  base  on  Avhich  the  pole 
is  erected  cost  .'}i250.00  and  the  pole 
itself  cost  .jiSOO.OO  besides  the  cost  of 
express.  The  ball  at  the  top  of  the 
flag  staff  is  covered  Avith  gold-leaf. 

On  the  granite  base  is  the  folloAving 
inscription:  “In  honor  of  our  stu¬ 

dents  and  faculty  Avho  serA’ed  in  the 
AVorld  War.  ’  ’ 

A  more  appropriate  memorial  could 
not  h.'iA’e  been  erected  for  those  aa’Iio 
served  in  this  great  Avar,  than  the 
one  that  has  been  selected  by  the  Col¬ 
lege.

Editors  of  the.  Northwest  Missouri 
Press  Association  held  their  thirtieth 
annual  session  in  the  Hotel  Robidou.v 
at  St.  Joseph,  December  3-4.  , 

The  Green  and  White  Courier ,  was 
represented  by  its  :  editor-in-chief, 
Edith  Holt,  and  by  President  Richard¬ 
son. 

Friday  morning  was  given  .over  to 
an  informal  program.  C.  L.  Ficklin, 
president  of  the  association^  respond¬ 
ed  to  the  address  of  welcome  given 
by  the  mayor  of  St.  Joseph.  Presi¬ 
dent  Richardsoii  discussed  the  work  of 
the  College  and  Mi.ss,  Holt  described 
the  way  the  Courier  is  managed.  She 
was  chosen  as  temporary  secretary  of 
the  association. 

“  Moral  Character  is  the  chief  glory 
of  the  news  paper,  in  my  judgment  ’  ’ 
said  Dr.  C,  M.  Chilton  in  his  talk  giv¬ 
en  Friday  afternoon.  As  he  said  the 
advertising  mutter  is  necessary  if 
the  paper  is  to  be  a  going  concern; 
the  physical  make  uj)  of  the  paper 
is  important  because  it  is  that  that 
first  appeals  to  the  eye  and  attracts 
the  reader;  the  iuteiloetuality  of  the 
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paper,  the  brains  that  arc  back  of  it 
is  important;  and  a  great  test  of  a 
paper  is  its  news  gathering  power,  so 
the  news  is  important.  But  besides 
all  these  it  must  li.avc  a  high  moral 
principle  w-hich  will  make  a  man 
what  he  ought  to-be,  society  what  it 
ought  to  be,  and  civilization  wlijit  it 
ought  to  be. 

Finally,  truthfulness,  honesty,  sin¬ 
cerity,  and  sympathy  make  the  all¬ 
round  newspaper. 

Fred  Hull,  of  Maryville,  led  a  dis¬ 
cussion  on  “Keeping  Up  With  Frank¬ 
lin,”  B.  -J.  Bless,  .Tr.,  of  Weston  on 
‘  ‘  Building  Farmer  Advertising,  ’  ’ 
Mrs.  S.  F.  Lee  of  Savannah  on  “Ad¬ 
vertising  Rates,”  and  Howard  W. 
Mills  of  Mound  City  on  “  Clubbing 
Propositions.  ’  ’ 

Mrs.  L.  T.  Moulton  of  King  City 
read  a  paper  on  ‘  ‘  Space  Grafters,  ’  ’ 
telling  how  attempts  are  made  to  use 
newspaper  columns  for  .all  kinds  of 
publicity.  She  also  told  how  the 
newspapers  help  worthy  public  ent¬ 
erprises  by  giving  free  space,  this 
movement  haviil|g  been  developed 
during  the  recent  war,  when  the  pub¬ 
lic  sentiment  had  to  be  molded  Large¬ 
ly  thru  publicity. 

William  Southern  Jr.,  of  Indepen¬ 
dence  delivered  a  message  from  the 
Missouri  (State)  Press  Association. 

Delightfully  reminiscent  of  country 
newspaper  days  of  a  quarter  to  a  half 
century  ago  was  the  program  at  the 
dinner,  Friday  evening,  given  in  hon¬ 
or  of  the  members  of  the  association, 
in  the  crystal  room  of  the  Hotel  Rob- 
idoux,  the  visiting  editors  being  guests 
of  the  Commerce  Club. 

A  most  pleasing  feature  of  the 
evening’s  program  was  the  concert  by 
tlie  Centr.al  High  .School  Orchestra 
which  concluded  with  “America,” 
the  diners  rising  and  singing. 

C.  D.  Morris  of  St.  .Toseph  acted 
as  toastmaster.  A.  P.  Marlin  and 
Ewing  Herbert  both  of  St.  .Toseph, 
spoke. 

Lafayette  Young,  proprietor  of  the 
Des  Moines  Capital,  was  then  intro¬ 
duced  as  the  principal  speaker.  The 
life  8tor3'  of  Mr.  Young  reads  like  a 
romance.  An  orphan  at  an  early  age, 
a  printer’s  devil  at  eleven  .vears,  a 
“tranip”  printer  who  traveled  on 
freight  trains,  and  now  proprietor  of 
one  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  the 
countr.v  and  a  former  member  of  the 
United  States  senate — this  in  brief  is 
the  atory. 

Ortatast  OoYtmmtnt  on  Earth. 

‘  ‘  When  I  realize  that  an  orphan 
boy  with  no  advantages  can  rise  to 
membership  in  the  United  States 
senate,  I  feel  as  though  we  have  a 
country  which  has  the  greatest  gov¬ 
ernment  on  earth.”  said  Mr.  Young. 
He  told  many  interesting  iinddeuts  of 
his  early  career  as  newspaperman  in 
fowa,  mostly  hnmorons,  some  ulinost 
tragic. 

.\8  a  remedy  for  Hie  present  unrest 
Mr.  Young  advocated  getting  baek  on 
a  pre-war  basis.  Put  it  there  at  onee 
and  then  start  again,  w'aa  his  sugges- 
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tion.  A  school  for  all  immigrants  at 
Ellis  Island,  with  six  months  study 
of  the  English  laiigu.agc  and  princi¬ 
ples  of  American  government,  and 
with  a  bathtub  connected  with  every 
room,  was  one  of  his  suggestions. 
Th.at  Armistice  d.ay  should  be  m.ad^ 
a  legal  holiday  of  the  nation  and  ev¬ 
ery  state,  was  another  suggestion.  It 
is  the  one  holiday  that  the  entire 
country  could  celebrate  enthusiasti- 
c.ally,  he  held.  He  .-idvocated  a  bonus 
for  the  soldiers  in  the  late  w*nr.  He 
decried  radicalism  and  anarchy,  which 
he  said,  are  advocated  by  some  of 
the  best-known  "writers  in  mag.azines 
tcd.'iy.  He  believed  that  the  future 
of  America  lies  in  the  hands  of  the 
Americ.'in  Legion  and  the  "women. 

A  number  of  local  business  men, 
bankers  and  profession:il  men  were  at 
the  dinner.  The  program  was  follow¬ 
ed  by  a  reception.

We  see  him 
early  in  the  morning;  late  in  the 
afternoon,  and  if  Ave  return  in  the 
cA'cuing  to  any  of  our  social  good 
times,  he  is  still  here  Availing  patient¬ 
ly  until  Ave  are  gone,  to  lock  up  the 
building. 

The  light  that  may  be  seen  about 
the  building  after  dusk  is  not  carried 
by  robbers  or  ghosts  but  by  him.  who 
lives  ill  the  building  caring  for  it  d.ay 
and  night,  closing  the  doors  against 
undesirable  A’isitors  and  perchance 
releasing  those  accidently  locked  in.

Spain  Is  Wanting  American  Students. 

A  Congress  of  educational  represen¬ 
tatives  of  all  Latin  American  coun¬ 
tries  Avill  be  held  in  Madrid  next  May 
and  it  is  hoped  this  Avill  result  in  a 
steady  floAv  of  students  from  these 
republics  to  the  mother  country. 
There  are  more  than  200,000  study¬ 
ing  Spanish  in  the  United  States  and 
duo  to  this  fact  the  Spanish  board 
has  organized  a  plan  to  t.ake  advan¬ 
tage  of  this  interest  in  Spanish  cul¬ 
ture  to  doA’clop  closer  relations  with 
the  United  States. 

The  board  has  arranged  for  re¬ 
search  professors  from  the  United 
States  to  go  to  Spain  at  the  expense 
of  the  board  to  train  young  men  there 
in  research  methods.  Spanish  grad¬ 
uate  students  will  be  sent  to  Ameri¬ 
can  Universities  upon  government  fel- 
loAvships. 

Courses  in  the  Spanish  language 
have  already  been  organized  whieh 
are  given  in  Madrid  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  for  teachers  from  foreign  coun¬ 
tries,  especially  English  speaking 
countries.  Courses  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  in  other  subjects  for  foreign 
students.  A  dormitory  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  in  Madrid  for  women  students 
AA’here  they  can  live  under  the  most 
suitable  conditions. 

The  board  has  arranged  to  assist 
Spanish  students  in  important  eities 
of  the  United  States  to  establish  a 
Spanish  House  whieh  will  bo  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  Spanish  culture,  where  lectures, 
are,  exhibits,  musicales  and  other  ac¬ 
tivities  may  be  held.
